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GET AMERICA OUT OF UN 
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WORLD JEWRY 
WANTS WAR 


We are so close to the blood and tears of the 
Second World War that no normal human be- 
ing desires to be massacred in a repetition of 
this calamity. It behooves us, then, to examine 
the forces which are leading us into it. The 
agencies which are creating a war fever in 
America and Russia are the daily press, the 
radio,-television, and the movies. All of these 
encies are completely in Jewish hands. They 
devoted to promoting the Third World War 
because the World Zionist Organization con- 
fidently expects to assume its role as the mas- 
ter of the world once America and Russia are 
destroyed. 

Russia has been preparing for this, calamity 
since 1917, when Communist Jews murdered 
the ruling class of Russia and subjected the 
Russian people to a reign of terror which still 
holds them in abject submission. America was 
won much more easily, by little more than her 
daily press. No criticism or unfavorable refer- 
ance to the Jewish plan has been seen in a 
Metropolitan American newspaper since 1900, 
Consequently, Lord Reading, Chief of the 
British Mission to the United States during the 
First World War, was never referred to by his 
given name of Rufus Isaacs (the Isaacs family 
ewned Marconi Wireless), nor was it pointed 
out to the American people that Sir William 
Wiseman, head of the British Secret Service 
in America at that time, was a partner of 
Kuhn, Loeb Co., the New York firm which fin- 
enced Trotsky in the Communist Revolution 
of 1917. Anti-British feeling in the United 
States today is misplaced, since it should be 
anti-Jewish feeling. America should be par- 
ticularly considerate of the British people, who 
have been despoiled by international Jewish 
bankers, for we are undergoing the same pro- 
cess. 

Since America is already under the heel of 
the Jew, it may well be asked why it is necess- 
ary to lead this nation into a bloody war, and 
the answers to this are several. First, there is 
the national debt, a matter of total longterm 
cbligations of 650 billion dollars. While the 
Jews are content for the moment to collect a 
yearly interest on this sum of seven billion dol- 
lars, without touching the principal, eventu- 
ally they will desire to increase their annual 
profits by requiring the Treasury to retire a 
percentage of the debt, and this will be a cru- 
cial moment in the internal political structure 
of the United States. Further servicing of the 
debt cannot be accomplished without substant- 
ially lowering the standard of living here, as 
well as placing a much more oppressive burden 
upon the taxpayer. Consquently, the debt can- 
not be serviced without a much more rigorous 
control over the individual: than can . be

Mr. Churchill: | 


You will have the satisfaction to survive me| 
and my comrades in misfortune. I do not hesi- | 
tate to congratulate you on this personal tri- 
umph and the finesse with which you have ac- | 
complished it. You have gone to great expense | 
in order to secure this success, for yourself and 
Great Britian. Should I believe you sufficiently 
naive as to consider this success anything more 
than a show, detrimental to the Great German 
Empire—a performance for the peoples and 
their Jewish and _ bolshevist confederates, 
which were manuevered by you into the war— 
then my statement to you during this last hour | 
of my life would also in the eyes ofposterity | 
be squandered upon an undeserving one. 

My pride as a German and as one of tht’ 
foremost responsible German leaders forbids 
me to lose even a single word in a dispute of 
world-historical importance on the disgracful 
lowness of the methods employed by the victors | 
as far as these proceedings concern my own | 
person. However, as it is the obvious and an- 
nounced intention of their administration of 
the law to throw the very German people into 
the abyss of illegality and to rob them once 
for all of a future possibility to defend them- 
selves by the removal of the responsible men

Soviet tank and truck pro- 
duction has never been sufficient to support a 
fullscale war; and since there can be no Lord 
Beaverbrook-W. Averell Harriman Mission to 
Moscow to supply Russia.with tanks and 
trucks, the only alternative is to tuyn the fac- 
tories over to them. How, then, one should 
inquire, can our big industrialists support the 
the present “American” government,-if that 
government is dedicated to betraying our 
people? The answer to that is in the history of 
Germany. Although Germany lost the First 
World War, her big industrialists lost nothing, 
nor did the Jewish. bankers who backed them 
lose anything. It should be remembered that 
the firm of 1, G. Farben, which has been a War- 
burg faraily enterprise from its inception, has 
survived the Second World War-and is now the 
most flourishing corporation in postwar Ger- 
many. When we lose the Third World War to 
the Zionist Communist government of Soviet 
Union, does anyone seriously believe that such 
plants as Studebaker, always controlled by 
the Lehman family of bankers, would suffer? 
It is the political ambitions of the great corp- 
orations which determine military strategy~in 
our time, and if we notice in Poor’s Directory 
of Directors that the partners of Lehman 
Brothers, Senator Herbert Lehman’s family 
house, hold one hundred and seventeen direc- 
torships in the largest corporations in Amer- 
ica, partner Thomas A. Morgan being the 
Chairman of Sperry Gyroscope and Vickers as 
well as a dozen others, we can understand why 
General Lucius Clay was welcomed as a part- 
ner when he returned from Germany, and 
given the Presidency of Continental Can Co., 
a firm in which Lehman’s have never held less 
than three directorships at a time. e 

The corporations controlled by Jéwish bank- 
ers have no nationalist loyalties. That is why 
we have the United Nations, and that is why 
we have a government which is devoted to 
betraying the American people into the hands 
of the Communist. I have stated many times 
that there is now and has never been but the 
one issue before the American people, whether 
we shall be free men or slaves, and it is the 
response of the people to this challenge which 
will determine the history of the twentieth

a few words to the historic subject of the ver- 
dict, premeditated by you and your allies. 

I direct these remarks to you, since you are 
one of the best informed ones regarding the 
the true underlying reasons for this war and 
on the possibility of avoiding the same; or to 
end it at least in a manner bearable for the 
European future; and yet refuse your testmony 
and your oath to your own high court of just- 
ice. Therefore I shall not fail, while there is still 
time, to call you before the tribunal of history 
and direct my statements to you because I know 
that this tribunal shall expose you some day as 
that man, who, with ambition, intelligence and 
energy has threwn the fate of the European: 
nations under the wheels of foreign world 
powers 

In you I identify before history the man who 
had the ability to bring to fall Adolf Hitler and 
his political accomplishments; the man; who 
will, however, be unable to raise the shield pro- 
tectingly against the invasion of Europe by the 
Asiatics. : 

It was your ambition to justify the Varsailles 
Treaty regarding Germany. It will prove fatal 
to you that you succeeded. You personified the 
hardened obstinacy of your old gentry; and 
you also personified the stubborness of its old 
age, opposing the last gigantic effort of the re- 
juvenated German power to decide the fate of 
Europe in the steppes of Asia in order to safe- 
guard the same in the future. Long after my 
responsibiity in the future development of 
events has found its objective judge, it will be 
put to your account that the past bloody war 
has not been the final one which had to be 
fought on the continent for the very possibil- 
ity of existence of its nations. 

You will have to answer for the fact that 
the bloody war of yesterday will be followed 
by a still greater one and that the European 
nations will not rule at- the Voiga, but at the 
Pyreness mountains. It is my fervent wish that 
you may at least live to see the day on which 
the world and the western nations in particu 
lar, will become aware 6f the bitter truth that 
it was you and your friend Roosevelt who sold 
their future to Bolshevism for a cheap personal 
triumph over nationalistic Germany. This day 
may come sooner than you like, and you, in 
spite of your advanced age, will still be vig- 
orous enough to see it dawn bloody red over 
the British Isle. 

I am convinced that it will bring you all 
those unimaginable terrors whick you escaped 
this time through the good luck of war, or 
through the abhorrenee of the German conduct 
of war to a complete degeneration of the meth- 
ods of fighting between peoples of the same 
race. My knowledge regarding the kind and 
amount of arms and of the projects from us, 
which—thanks to your military assistance to 
the red army—have fallen into their hands, en- 
able me to form this supposition. 

There is no doubt that you—according to 
your habit—soon will write geod memoires and 
you will write the better, as there is nobody 
to hinder you to tell and suppress whatever 
you like. However, you will be powerless in 
view of the comrections which the, by you insti- 
gated, development wnerringly wil make. 
Then you will be obliged to answer to the 
peoples those questions which you still owe to 
your tribunal; not in the same degree te us, as 
we do not want your fairness, but solely what 
you denied to historical truth. 

You believe it very clever to have submitted 
this historic truth to the craftiness of a handful 
of ambitious junior lawyers in order to have it 
changed into am expedient dialectic treatise, in 
ypite of your awareness as a Briton as well as a 


statesman that with sueh means the problems} - 


of existence of people could not be solved and 
judged; neither in the past nor in the future. 

I have an only too well grounded gpinion of 
your power and the cunning of your intelligence 
as to credit you with believing the vulgar pro- 
paganda with which you motivated the war 
against us and with which you had your vic- 
tory over us glorified in’ a -phantastic skow.

the highest- military, . political. and. economic 


leaders of the Great German Empire the fol- 
‘| lowing: This war could not be avoided because 


the politics of Great Britian—under the influ- 
ence of your person and of your friends of like 
opinions in all fields—persisted constantly to 
hinder the life-interests and the most natural 
development of the German people; and—filled - 
with the senile ambition to uphold the British 
hegemony—preferred the second world war to 
an understanding, as we on our side had tried 
time and again to bring about, beneficial to 
both of the most_prominent nations of Europe. 

I declare herewith once more most emphatic- 
ically that the guilt of the German people in 
this war—into which they were forced by you 
—consists solely in trying to end the eternal 
difficulties to their national existence, which 
you artfully instigated and continued. 

It would be useless to go with you into a dis- 
pute over the causes, the conditions of constr- 
aint and the motives which led during the 
course of the war to political and military com- 
plications and which your lawyers knew so 
well to use in a one-sided manner at the cost of 
the national socialistic regime. ‘The devasted 
European regions of culture and rubbled treas- 
ures give still today testmony of the embittered 
despair with which a great and proud people 
yesterday, with’unparalleled readiness to make 
sacrifices, fought for its existence. Tomorrow- 
they will testify that alone the overpowering 
might, led you in the field, was able to cause 
the subjection and deprivation of their rights. 
The day after tomorrow the Russians will bear 
witness of the betrayal which surrendered 
Europe to the red Asiatics. 

The Germany which you conquered will take 
revenge on you through its downfall. You have 
neither produced a better politic nor shown a 
greater courage than we. You have not won the 
victory due to better qualities or superiority of 
your strength and strategy, but merely after 6 
years with the predominance of your. allies, Do 
not believe your victory to be all that which - 
you tell the world. You and your land soon 
will harvest the fruits of your political art. 
What you as an experienced Cynic would not 
admit toward us—namely that our fight in the 
East was an act of urgent defense, and not alone 
for Germany but for all Europe; and that the 


German fighting this war, which you constant- 


ly condemned, therefore was justified. This, 


your ally and friends of today, Stalin, soon will 


prove to you and to the British Empire. 
Then you will experience what it means to 


fight this enemy and you also will learn that ne- 
cessity knows no-law: Also that you can neither 
fight him succesfully with treaties of law nor 
with the weight of Great Britian and her Euro- 
pean dwarfs. 


You have stated to the German people that 


you were primarily eoncerned with the restor- 
ation of their democratic mode of life. But you 


have not said a single word that you want to 


restore to them the sensible foundations for liv- 


ing, which have been denied them these past 25 


years. Your name stands under all essential doc- 


uments of this epech of British want of com- 
prehension and jealousy towards Germany. 
Your name also will stand under the result 
with which this epoch of Germany’s liquida- 
tion has challenged history in re of Europe's 
existence. 


My belief in the vitality of my people cannot 
be shaken. They will be stronger and live long- 
er than you. However, it distresses me to know 
them defenseless in your power and that they

force it upon Japan, though not recognizing it 

ourselves. And we enforce their membership in 
the United Nations, even though Communist 

Russia and her satellites, as members of the 

U.N. are waiting to devour her as a free state. 

We are therefore now committed under 
PATO as under NATO, to the defense of any 
signatory nation in Asia, at the cost of the lives 
of our American boys, and of American tax 
dollars. 

That High Priest of destruction Dean Ache- 
son, and that disgrace to the American legal 
profession, John Foster Dulles, have so worded 
these treaties that we have become a mere tool 
of the Communistic United Nations so that we 
cannot make any move, no matter how slight, 
without going to them, hat in hand, for permis- 
sion. Whatever little freedom of action was left 
to us by these two worthies, was left to the 
President to exercise, without any requirment 
to obtain the consent of Congress. 

If you are interested in the welfare ofAmeri- 
ca, please go to your Public Library, obtain a 
copy of the Congressional Record for Black 
Thursday, March 20, 1952, and read the record 
for yourself, to obtain at first hand a vivid 
picture of how treason unfolds itself in the
